Rainfall Insures Fine Season Ahead 


for Dry Farmers as Well as for 


All Orange Groves. 


Last storm, .75; season, 10.50; tak- 


en 6 o'clock Friday night. 


Grain on the plains is well started, 


thanks to the fine rainfall 
which 


Southern California has experienced 
in the past two weeks. The grain 
sown on the H. M. Houser ranch is 
up and looking well, while a large 
acreage in the vicinity is being put 
out as rapidly as possible. 


The rain has soaked the orange 


groves until practically all work in 
them has been checked for the time 
being. The ground is thoroughly fill- 
ed with water, and if another storm 
does not come this season, the ranch- 
ers are still in fine shape for the long 
summer to come.

You will admit that women are 


vitally concerned here; not men only 
No one could have attended the las 
meeting of, the Covina Farmers' Club 
and have failed to recognize the influ 
ence of women. It was a time when 
silence spoke loudly. Those of you whc 
disbelieve the possibility of women's 
silence would at that meeting have 
admitted your error. For all during 
the discussion of depth of furrows, o 
chemical analysis of soil, of nitro 
genous matter, of humus, of the re 
quired amount of potash and super 
phosphates, not one woman venturec 
an opinion. It was not because she 
was ignorant, believe me. 


"To everything there is a season 


and a time to every purpose under the 
sun; a time to cast away stones, a 
time to gather stones together;

Complying with a request for a statement in regard to the 


condition of my orange grove, both before and after using the 
Armour fertilizers, I have this to report:

Entirely Unsupported, Says Dr. 


Snowden. 


My opinion has been asked from 


several quarters on the following ref- 
erence to superphosphate in your is- 
sue of December 15, purporting to 
represent the views of Dr. C. G. Hop- 
kins: 


"When you apply phosphorous, don't 


use small amounts of manufactured, 
acidulated, 
high-priced 
commercial 


fertilizers, which serve as soil stimu- 
lants, and which have been used so 
extensively in the eastern states in 
systems which led only toward ulti- 
mate 
land 
ruin: 
but 
use 
larger 


amounts of steamed bone meal in 
emergencies, or, better still, larger 
amounts of fine ground natural rock 
phosphate, neither of which will ever 
injure any soil." 


This implied charge against super- 


phosphate is so unsupported by the nil 
but universal experience that I cannot 
believe Dr. Hopkins is responsible for 
even the implication that properly 
made superphosphate is harmful per 
se to to either soil or crops. It is true 
that many soils of the eastern states 
have been temporarily exhausted, but 
this was effected by constant demands 
made upon them 
without adequate 


restitution of the elements withdrawn. 
This depletion would have been avert- 
ed had sufficient superphosphate and 
other legitimate fertilizers been mean- 
while supplied. The fertility of these 
lands is now being restored by pre- 
cisely this means, together with judi- 
cious crop rotation. 


What say the public guardians of 


the 
agricultural interests of these 


states who are 
probably 
as good 


authority on agricultural science and 
practice as is the author of the refer- 
ence quoted)? In Rhode Island, New 
York, New Jersey and Ohio, "super- 
phosphate,," "acid phosphate," "dis- 
solved bone" and "acidulated bone" 
function most prominently as fertiliz- 
er materials; yet not a word of warn- 
ing is raised against any one of them. 
The laud is regaining its former pro- 
ductiveness, and I did not see uatural 
rock phosphate once mentioned in any 
of the bulletin examined. 


Aside from this argument, let me 


state that 1,000 pounds of superphos- 
phate, containing 16 per cent water- 
soluble phosphoric acid, applied to an 
acre, would become wholly reverted 
in the top eight inches of the soil con 
aining but .00483 per cent (481/;. ten- 
.housandth, or less than one two-hun- 
dredth of 1 per cent) of carbonate of 
ime, and "reverted phosphoric acid," 
combined with lime as in this case, is 
leutral in reaction. 
Moreover, the 


carbonates of soda, potash, ammonia 
ind magnesia will act in a like manner 
on this material, to ..say nothing of 
he iron oxide and alumina in practi- 
:ally all soils. 


My opinion is therefore unequivo- 


cally against such a wild and ground- 
ess 
statement.— R.

Sinning Against the 


Welfare of Our Town 


By the Editor of The Argus. 


Neai Wells, a young Covina orange 


grower, has been in the position of 
secretary of the Covina Chamber of 
Commerce for something over a year. 
Whether he will accept the position 
another year is problematical—In fact, 
Wells is already laying his plans for 
a wider and more satisfying career 
than that of administering artificial 
respiration to a small California town. 
The Argus editor is in full sympathy 
with Mr. Wells in whatever his plans 
for the future may be, for the work 
that Wells has been doing is along 
similar lines to that which has been 
thrust up to the editor of this paper 
in the past fifteen years. The ingrati- 
tude of small communities, as ivell as 
republics, is a poignant source of 
grief, unless the persons concerned 
have hides like some of Teddy Roose- 
velt's 
African 
specimens, and 
the 


town booster, be it a chamber of com- 
merce secretary or the local editor, 
soon learns that there are no prim- 
rose paths; that bouquets, if thrown 
at all, are liable to have a rock se- 
creted in them somewhere. 


Xeal Wells, like every man who 


ever amounted to a hill of white 
beans, has made some people grow 
peevish. A dozen or so, maybe as 
many as twenty men 
In the com- 


munity, have stood back of him like 
a phalanx, not from personal regard, 
although he has warm friends, but 
because they saw the value in this 
virile, level-headed man of indomit- 
able courage. 
Men who have been 


watching him from the outside, men 
who know what goes to make up a 
man of value in this line of business, 
have said to him repeatedly: 


"Wells, why don't 
you 
quit out 


there? You can't wake those people 
up. Brilliant men have tried it. and 
failed, and others, equally able, have 
qtiit before they started in, seeing the 
handwriting on the wall." 


But Wells isn't a quitter. That's the 


only reason why he hasn't quit. Things 
have been accomplished through his 
energy, his intelligence, which some 
of the dwellers in the valley said were 
impossible, and some of them did 
everything in their power to make it 
impossible. 
He may not see fit to 


carry on the work after this year, 
which means that matters will pro- 
bably sink back into old channels 
again, but he will have demonstrated 
one thing before he gets through, and 
that is that he is able to do this sort 
of work and do it well, if the commun- 
ity in which he operates has any re- 
maining spark of life. 


Accident has a great deal to do 


with the success or failure of indi- 
viduals or institutions. 
The same 


amount of energy and shrewd busi- 
ness ability displayed by Secretary 
Wells in leading some of the forlorn 
hopes that have come under his juris- 
diction, if displayed and put. to the 
touch in communities in deadly earn- 
est for progress, would have given 
him an upward impetus that, would 
have meant secure foundation and re- 
ward. 
The same thing applies to 


newspapers 
and 
general 
business. 


j Wells is a better man, a more efTl- 


I cient man, in his position here, than 
are other secretaries in other towns 
about. Southern California, and 
the 


point is this: that such a position had 
to be filled by an efficient man, a 
more efficient, man. or it never would 
have been filled at all. In the news- 
paper business, it takes a brilliant, 
high-salaried man to go out and get 
advertising contracts for a paper that 
has its future and reputation and cir- 
culation to make, while, on the other 
hand, advertising solicitors on such 
papers as the I.os Angeles Times or 
the Chicago Record-Herald need hard- 
ly be more than mere errand boys or 
unthinking machines. 
The secretary 


of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce is not confronted with the ex- 
asperating, petty problems that the 
secretary of the chamber in a small 
town is constantly confronted 
with. 


One is constructing while the other is 
directing an organix.ation already per- 
manently built and recogni/ed. 


Wells has done this town of Covina 


a great service in the past year. How- 
ever far back it may slip again, it, 
will never quite go back to its old 
somnolence. 
Wells is an intelligent 


knocker as well as a booster, and the 
two things are identical. They reach 
the same end. He has been obliged 
to knock, and do it strenuously, and 
it has brought about good ends. This 
nobody can deny, except the man with 
no brains, and he cannot be reached at 
all, either by sarcasm in editorials 
]or by being gently led by the hand. 


And in this case of Wells and his 


desire to wake up the community in 
which he is living and working—there 
is no hope for those persons who can- 
not see. Hope lies with the ones who 
will not see, for they may be made 
to see the error in their premise. We 
need more evangelism in business, 
and less spending of huge sums of 
money for the saving of sinners who 
are not sinners. We need to send the 
evangelist to the Mojave desert and 
the mountain lumber camps, where 
there is less money to be raked in 
but more souls to save, and deal our- 
selves a new hand in Covina, and deal 
it square. And a good square dealer 
to be recommended is Mr. Wells. 


Spuds For the World 


Raised in Covina Country 


There is a story that a lady once 


heard Rudyard Kipling comment up- 
on his curious name and replied, "No 
matter how you might change your 
name it would still represent fame 
and literary achievement to the En- 
glish people." So Covina has come to 
mean oranges to most people. 
But 


if her suburbs continue to develop 
potato raising as they have during 
the past five years, she will also be 
known as one of the potato-producing 
sections of the state. 


Twenty years ago, when the potato 


industry was at its height in El Mon- 
te, J. B. Wade, George Wise, R. S. 
Edgar, D. C. Mensitig, Baughman bro- 
thers and a few of the other pioneers 
of Irwindale began 
raising 
Empire 


State, Early Rose and Blue Centen- 
nials. The supply of irrigating water 
coming from the San Gabriel canyon 
in open ditches was always 
insuffi- 


cient. The only means of transporta- 
tion where the Sante Fe at Azusa. the 
Southern Pacific at Puente, or by 
wagon to Los Angeles. Although the 
acreage planted to potatoes in this 
vicinity never exceeded 
three hun- 


dred acres, the demand from Los An- 
geles, 
Pasadena 
and 
the 
smaller 


towns was so much less than it is at 
present and the shipping facilities to 
northern and eastern markets so poor 
that the local market was often glut- 


ted, and seventy-five and eighty cents 
per hundred were considered'"good 
prices, while thirty-five cents deliver- 
ed at the railroad was often all that 
was offered. At that time Mr. Men- 
sing owned the only potato planter 
in the locality. Most of the digging 
was done by hand. Commercial fer- 
tilizers were only just being intro- 
duced into the orange industry, and 
their possibilities in potato 
raising 


were unthought of. 


From this small beginning the po- 


tato industry grew with the rapidly 
increasing market. The potato grow- 
er has the advantage of the orange 
grower in that potatoes are a neces- 
sity, while oranges are a luxury. 


When 
the 
Baldwin subdivisions 


were put upon the market potato rais- 
ers were quick to see the possibilities 
offered by the rich new soil and 'he 
abundant water supply. So rapid has 
been the growth of the industry that 
the fall crop Is estimated to exceed 
fifteen thousand sacks, at a valuation 
of about $25,000. 


The 
fancy 
grade 
of potatoes 
is 


bringing about $2.00 per hundred, and 
the average price is $1.50 to $1.60 ner 
hundred. Nearly half of the croa is 
being held in anticipation of still high- 
er prices, and it is expected tha: the 
spring crop will be ihe hi v;ost oxer 
planted.
